To get back to the fateful day, 
we were allowed, as civilians, to 
go home about quarter of five, so 
Carl came to me, and we threw 


what we could snatch into the car 
and hit for home, being stopped 
every now and then by the modern 
version of Minute men. Got home 
just in time ‘to glance at the “extra” 
picked up on the road for special 
directions. Everything was feared, 
parachute troops, invasion, sabo- 
tage, snipers —everything! And 
practically none of it happened. 


BACK TO NORMAL 


The first nights were full of pot 
shots, challenges, lights reported 
and such. It calmed down at once, 
and inabout three nights, the streets 
were absolutely empty, almost no 
lights flashed on, automobiles, ex- 
cept official ones, were parked at 
home, and routine was established. 
Now we hear almost no shots, 
everyone has learned the habit of 
obedience, and the following of reg- 
ulation, 


Stores are opening longer and 
longer hours. Stocks have been 
checked, and stores may sell, ex- 
cept in large quantity. Buses run, 
although private machines are ra- 
tioned to ten gallons a month, and 
are asked not to run at all if pos- 
sible. Public buildings are being 
bombed-proofed, splinter shelters 
are being dug and built. Red Cross 
groups work at fever heat, trenches 
are around all the public buildings, 
and we live as before with regard 
to most-essentials. You see we 
have not yet suffered a night raid 
or bombing. 

SECRET STAIRCASE 

We do not have to build a splinter 
shelter, since we can go down un- 
der the house upon alarm notice, 
and be reasonably free from flying 
debris or shrapnel. Unfortunately, 
we have to go out ithe door and 
down the driveway to get to it, so 
we are considering cutting the floor 
out of our linen closet in the cor- 
ridor next to my bedroom and fas- 
tening a ladder ito the wall below, 
into which we could scurry upon 
notice. 

By by, darlings, and don’t worry 
—truly, most of it mever happens! 
Honest injun, I am not keeping 
anything back at all! I mean about 
us and the situation in general,

Safe In Honolulu

Have you been calling up your 
local dealer lately to have a few 
small items delivered? This is one 
way in which you’re in this war: 
you're not going to be able to pick 
up the phone every time a thought 
strikes you about something you 
want, because your dealer just 
can’t send a truck out on every 
single call. 

Some of the local merchants al- 
ready have curtailed their deliv- 
eries, and the others should, too. 
Their tires may be good, and their 
trucks in A-1 condition, but there’s 
no telling how long this war may 
be. Now’s the time to conserve 
both tires and cars, for a tighten- 
ing up now on deliveries will mean 
fewer deliveries for a longer time 
instead of a lot of deliveries for a 
very short time. 

That’s the decision they’re going 
to have to make. They’re going to 
have to have a special time each 
day to go out on the route in order 
to serve the maximum number of 
people with the least possible wear 
and tear. Your job as an American 
must be to appreciate what the 
problem is, and to co-operate 
thoroughly in the effort to conserve 
America’s resources, 


Serving General Nelson 


Archibald Wavell has become 
commander-in-chief of all the Allied 
forces in the Pacific. Admiral Hart 
is the boss of all the navies in that 
particular arena. Are they the men 
that are going to win the war for 
us? 

Well, they can—but on another 
man more than on them depends 
the fate of freedom. Donald Nelson 
has been made chairman of the 
War Production Board with appar- 
ently large enough powers. to allow 
him to supply the army and the 
navy with the necessary equipment 
and materials. It’s his job to beat 
the Nazis, Fascists and Japs. 

It’s our job, too. We all have to 
do our part. We’re going to have to 
forget “business as usual’ and re- 
member only that ithe most import- 
ant business in the world today is 
licking Adolf Hitler and his hang- 
ers-on. Everything we do must be 
based on its effect on the war en- 
deavor. We’re all soldiers now, and 
Donald Nelson is our general. We’ll 
have to take orders from, him. 


One way in which we in Andover 
can help, and in which people in 
every town can help is ‘by curtail- 
ing all unnecessary governmental 
expenses, This can’t be emphasized 
too much. Every single luxury must 
be eliminated, no matter how de- 
sirable we may think it is. Things. 
that can be put off now should be 
put off, for two reasons: (1) so that 
every effort can ibe directed toward 
winning ithe war, and (2) so that 
we may curtail expenditures now in 
order to have more to spend in the 
days of readjustment following the 
war. If there’s a road that could 
stand a little fixing now, why not 
let it wait until the post-war period 
when we're going to need public 
works projects? The trouble with 
the public works administration of 
the late depression was that it was 
taking money out of the taxpayer 
at a time when he could least af- 
ford it. The farsighted program 
foresees the periods of depression, 
and allows the taxpayer to save up 
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for that rainy day, with the govern- 
ment also saving up projects so 
that a lot of unnecessary projects 
won’t be put through later under 
the guise of unemployment relief, 

It’s got to be that way. We must 
make up our mind to that.

ter emergencies as washouts, de- 
fective bridges and frost bulges. 
Since the outbreak of war, how- 
ever, both its personnel and watch- 
fulness have been increased. Any 
suspicious occurrences are immedi- 
ately reported to the state police 
headquarters on the Bypass. Two 
trucks and 10 men are especially 
assigned for this work, and the 
entire district highway personnel 
can be called out on short notice 
if the work requires it. 

The only similar emergency on 
which the state highway commis- 
sion can base its wartime meas- 
ures was the hurricane of 1938. At 
that time, the highway workers 
were called upon to remove trees 
and telephone poles from the state 
roads, and to clean up the debris 
caused by the flood in the Merri- 
mack river. Their responsibilities, 
in such a case, are roughly equiva- 
lent to the combined efforts of any 
local B. P. W. and Tree Depart- 
ment. 

Snow removal ranks next to de- 
fense in the department’s current 
activities. The aforementioned 
road patrol is especially active dur- 
ing a snowstorm, checking on the 
conditions of the state roads, reser- 
vations, bridges and culverts in 
their charge. When an inch of 
snow has fallen, the highways are 
sanded; ifthe snow continues, the 
ploughs go into action. 

The department is well equipped 
for the heaviest storms. It owns 
seven plowing units, has hired fif- 
teen more for the current season. 
It has seven sanding units, with 
five more hired from contractors. 
Included are thre large four-wheel 
drive machines, one Walter snow 
fighter, three one and half ton 
trucks, two half-ton pick-up trucks. 
If necessary, more equipment is 
hired for snow removal. 


The squad of workers based in 
Shawsheen are expected to know 
everything there is to know about 
maintaining and beautifying a road, 
in the fields of repairing, patching, 
reinforcing and landscape garden- 
ing. The latter is involved in lay- 
ing out plots near intersections, 
planting trees and shrubs and trim- 
ming grass on them. Trees near 
highways in state reservations are 
also in the department’s care. 

Naturally, that takes ‘training, 
and training the men get. Several 
of them, each year, attend a truck- 
ing school at Beverly, headquarters 
for all Essex County, where they 
learn to operate and maintain the 
trucks and other equipment, and 
to repair them in case of break- 
down. The larger trucks, worth 
about $18,000, are very complicated 
in operation, and require a careful 
mechanical study by one who in- 
tends to handle them. 

In the course of a season, the 
local state highway department 
uses more than 7000 tons of sand, 
a staggering amount. A carload 
of calcium chloride and another of 
salt are spread on ‘tthe highways 
during the winter. Loaders and 
hoppers are maintained at a sand 
dump near the state police bar- 
racks on the Bypass. Sand from 
the hopper is mixed with calcium 
and sodium chloride in a solution 
of brine, and sprayed as a liquod 
on the slippery places. The tech- 
nique has proved very satisfactory. 

In charge of these extensive op- 
erations is State Highway Commis- 
sioner Herman McDonald. Charles 
Fritz supervises all the work in 


this particular district, and Gordon 
Love and Harry Berry are mainte- 
nance engineers on his staff. In 
charge of the local department is 
Helge Anderson of North Reading, 
assisted by Walter Gordon of Union 
street, Shawsheen. 

The Shawsheen squad has charge 
of 60 miles of road and 3 bridges, 
and oversee such important routes 
as 28, 110 as far as Haverhill and 
Lowell, 114 as far as Middleton. 
Two landscape gardeners and sev- 
eral chauffeurs are employed full 
time. Over this territory, the pa- 
trols and workmen watch for frost 
heaves in roads, broken culverts, 
cracked or peeling bridges. A park 
crew is also maintained for spray- 
ing, trimming and pruning trees. 

That makes a job that requires 
careful planning, conscientious su- 
pervision. The department’s organi- 
zation, and its employees’ calibre, 
is one reason why Massachusetts 
state roads are second to none.

Nichols, vice-president and secre- 
tary, showed technicolor moving 
pictures of his recent trip to Cali- 
fornia, where he attended the Na- 
tional Insurance convention. Sev- 
eral employees put on a skit deal- 
ing with the difficulties experienced 
by newly-recruited leathernecks. 
Everett Gorrie presented Mr. Spin- 
ney with a purse of money on be- 
half of his fellow-employees. 

Burton S. Flagg, president and 
treasurer of the company, ex- 
pressed the good wishes and com- 
pliments of its directors and execu- 
tives ‘to Mr. Spinney. He said that 
he was happy to announce the fu- 
ture policy of the company will be 
to bank, each month, 20 percent of 
the salary of all Merrimack Mu- 
tual employees entering the serv- 
ice, and to keep their respective 
jobs waiting for ‘them until their 
return from service. 


Test Siren 

Late sleepers in Andover were 
roused around 10:00 last Saturday 
morning by the wail of a powerful 
siren located at the Shawsheen 
mills. The siren, designed to play 
an important part in Andover’s air- 
raid defense, could be heard clear- 
ly throughout the central part of 
town, but was not anite audible in- 
doors. Workmen indicated that fur- 
ther adjustments to the _ siren 
should make it an air-raid warning 
satisfactory in every way. 

The siren was formerly located 
at the Washington Mills in Law- 
rence, is eight inches in diameter, 
and has 350 horsepower. 

A second test of the siren will 
take place this Saturday morning 
at 10:00. Last Saturday’s pnroced- 
ure was to blow a series of short 
blasts on the siren at 15-minute 
intervals. and it is expected that 
the test this eoming Saturday will 
also take this form. The siren 
should now be clearly audible at | 
any point in town.
